ALCALA PARK Jews and

San Diego.”’ 

‘‘We must work to bring about God’s 

kingdom, a kingdom of peace, a kingdom 
aap) of justice. ... The time is now and the task 
is ours,’? Rabbi Moss said to the 250 
people gathered at the church on the 
University of San Diego campus for the 
service, the second in a series of reciprocal 
visits by San Diego Jewish and Catholic 
leaders. 

The first visit occurred in October 1987 
when Bishop Leo T. Maher delivered a 
sermon at Tifereth Israel Synagogue in 
La Mesa. 

Hosted by Bishop Maher, last 
Sunday’s service included prayers in 
Hebrew and Latin and musical selections 
* by the St. Brigid Adult Choir and the 

Temple Beth El Youth Choir. 

Traditional rituals also highlighted the 
event. Among these were Rabbi Moss 
lighting two candles to symbolize the light 
and warmth of God’s love and Bishop 
Maher adding incense to burning coals, a 
sign of honor for the guests and of prayers 
ascending to heaven. 

As a symbol of gratitude for the Jewish 
leader’s visit to the Catholic church, 
Bishop Maher presented Rabbi Moss 
with a statue of Moses holding the Ten 

* Commandments.

the assembly that ‘humanity drifts 
toward a cataclysm.’’ Nuclear 
annihilation and global pollution threaten 
to destroy Earth, he said. 

Human beings must ‘‘end the violence 
and the pain that we allow to exist,’’ said 
Rabbi Moss, who is also president of the 
San Diego Rabbinical Association. 

‘‘We must understand ... that all.life is 
interconnected. We are one,”’ he said. 
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‘*To save the planet for our grandchildren 

. people of good will must move beyond 
the malaise which affects the world.”’ 

“Jews and Catholics can offer a model 
of healing dialogue,”’ he said. 

He noted that Catholic-Jewish relations 
have improved more in the last 20 years 
than in the previous 2,000 years. Signs of

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Network 
of churches 
aids needy

ESCONDIDO — Christian unity 
week reminds some parishes that the task 
of providing food and shelter to needy 
people is more easily accomplished when 
area churches of various denominations 
pool their resources. 

Ask the coordinators of programs that 
open the doors of parish facilities to 
homeless people. 

The project at St. Mary Church, 
Escondido, ‘‘brought people from 
different faiths together in one common 
goal — to help their fellow man,”’ said 
Deacon Kenneth Finn, coordinator. 

St. Mary’s is one of 12 North County 
churches that shelter homeless people 
overnight for a two-week period on a 
rotating basis. The program, which 
began Dec. 6, will continue until May 7, 
said Kay Paradis, case manager for the 
North County Interfaith Crisis Center. 

Churches ‘in other areas of San Diego 
County also participate in the project. 
The congregations form the Interfaith 
Shelter Network, which was initiated last 
year by the Regional Task Force on the 
Homeless, a group headed by San Diego 
Mayor Maureen O’Connor. 

The network’s objective to get 
homeless people off the streets calls for 
close-knit coordination among area 
churches. One serves as the host site and 
houses the guests overnight. Other 
congregations furnish support services — 
providing supper, transportation and 
additional companionship to the 
homeless. 

Deacon Finn said that St. Mary’s chose 
the Christmas season to serve as host 
because ‘‘it’s the most difficult time’’ to 
be homeless. 

On Dec. 20 over 120 parishioners

welcomed four families into the parish 
youth room — a homey setting with sofas 
anda TV. 

Parish volunteers divided the duties of 
housekeeping, serving the evening meal, 
remaining overnight with their guests and 
driving them to a soup kitchen for lunch, 
the deacon said. 

Other North County churches 
prepared dinners and brought them to St. 
Mary’s. Among these were St. Timothy 
and Resurrection churches in Escondido, 
St. Mark’s in San Marcos and St. 
Stephen’s in Valley Center. ‘‘A lot of 
people did a little work,’’ the coordinator 
added. 

Various groups at St. Mary’s 
brightened the holiday season for their 
guests with parties, decorations and a 
special Christmas dinner. 

The project bore material and spiritual 
fruits, the coordinator said. Three of the 
homeless men were employed by a 
parishioner. The volunteers became 


Black Catholics discuss 
effecting pastoral plan

SAN DIEGO — Approximately 100 
black Catholics gathered for a workshop 
Jan. 16 at St. Rita Church to share the: 
experiences of five parish members who 
attended the National Black Catholic 
Congress in Washington, D.C., last 
spring. 

Fifteen hundred delegates from black 
communities throughout the United 
States attended the three-day congress last 
May at The Catholic University of 
America. Local participants were 
members of Christ the King parish, San 
Diego, and St. Rita’s. 

St. Rita’s delegates directed last 
Saturday’s workshop. They were Deacon 
Bernard Gray, Audrey Chung, Dwight 
Jackson, Arlene Devall, and Selma 
Johnson. 

The purpose of the national congress 
was to ‘‘prioritize concerns of the black 
communities,’’ said Chung, who is also 
president of the Diocesan Pastoral 
Council. 

She explained that dioceses throughout 
the United States held a day of reflection 


prior to attending the congress to 
determine a community’s areas of 
concern. 

At the congress, these concerns 


emerged as proposals from which the 
nation’s 11 black bishops attending the 
workshop put together a ‘‘Black Catholic 
Pastoral Plan,’’ Chung said. 

Those attending the workshop at St. 
Rita’s viewed a videotape of events that 
vccurred at the Washington, D.C., 
meeting, Chung said. 

Participants then assembled into three 


groups to examine and discuss 


implementation of the ‘‘Black Catholic © 


Pastoral Plan’’ locally. 

Each group reviewed one part of the 
plan which is divided into three sections, 
Chung said. 

Section one, ‘‘On Being Black and 
Catholic,’’ deals with such concerns as 
the black family, black youth and integral 
religious education. 

Section two, ‘‘Leadership and Pastoral 
Ministry,’’ is concerned with vocations, 
parish development and consciousness 
raising. 

“Outreach — Community, School, 
Parish’? focuses on black Catholic 
schools, social disorganization and needs 
of the poor. 

Each section states a topic, gives a list 
of proposals and suggests who might be 
able to implement them. 

The final section, entitled 
‘*Germinating Ideas,’’ is ‘‘an invitation 
for discernment as you and your diocese 
initiate implementation of the National 
Black Catholic Plan.’’ It poses questions 
for thought regarding the previous 
sections. 

At the workshop, it was decided the 
local community would act upon the 
document’s proposals. As an example, 
Chung said, archives of black Catholic 
history will be established. 

The community will continue to meet 
in small groups about once every three 
months to assess the progress of 
implementation of the ‘‘Black Catholic 
Pastoral Plan,’’ explained Chung. 

She said the long-range goal is 
evangelization. ‘‘We hope to reach out to 
the unchurched black community, 
Catholics and non-Catholics,’’ she said. 


“‘better informed of the plight of homeless 
people,’’ Deacon Finn said. 

“The Spirit was alive throughout the 
two weeks,’’ he added. The parishioners 
‘‘proved to be not only hearers of the 
word, but doers.”’ 

St. Mark Church is participating as a 
host site Jan. 17-30, said Paradis, who has 
presented a ‘‘consciousness-raising”’ 
session to over 60 volunteers from the San 
Marcos parish. 

She addressed the causes of 
homelessness and the role of the Interfaith 
Crisis Center, which screens applicants 
for the program and offers them 
employment counseling. She also 
explained the rules that forbid guests to 
use drugs or alcohol at the host site or 
leave there once they enter. 

Lodging is provided between 6 p.m. 
and 7 a.m., she said. : 
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weeks at St. Mary parish, Escondido. John Gramuglia, a 
parishioner, serves the meal. 


Our Lady of Grace Church, El Cajon, 
is no novice in the program. For the 
second year, its youth room was 
converted to a dormitory for single men. 

During their stay, Jan 3-17, they also 
used shower facilities at the parish and 
received free haircuts from a 
cosmetologist in the parish, said 
Rosemary Johnston, coordinator. 

She lauded the presence of the Jewish 
commuity in the effort. Members of 
Tifereth Israel Synagogue took four-hour 
shifts staying with the men at the First 
United Church of La Mesa when that site 
was host at Christmas time. 

The program is scheduled to operate in 
East County until April. However, more 
host churches are needed for some of the 
two-week intervals, Johnston said.

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Happy New Year 


However rote, banal or even insincere, most of us have 
been greeting relatives, friends and acquaintances over 
the past few weeks with the salutation ‘‘Happy New 
Year.”’ It’s the very hallmark of the season. Yet few of us 
ever ponder about the nature of this wished-for happiness. 

What exactly is happiness? To the ancient Greek 
philosophers, it was eudaimonia, a term that is very difficult 
to translate in English. By eudaimonia, they meant 
fulfillment, human flourishing, personal excellence, all 
accomplished by achieving the highest good. 

It is difficult to pursue happiness when we are so often 
abysmally ignorant about its nature. Pop-psychological 
remarks like ‘‘I feel happy with myself’ would suggest 
that happiness is more a feeling that a state of 
achievement. Yet, despite their self-avowals of exultation, 
genuine happiness often eludes the merely self-satisfied or 


. self-content who rejoice in gregarious domestication or 


self-righteous individuality. 


Notwithstanding the received popular opinion, 


happiness is not equitable with pleasure. Pleasures are 
often fleeting, unlike the stability of happiness, which is 
mood swing.’’ Pleasures are also varied, but

hardly a 


happiness is spoken of in the singular. And pleasures can 
result from vicious conduct or sheer depravity, which is 
not the case with happiness. 

Nor is happiness equitable with the absence of pain or 
suffering, or the avoidance of boredom. Unfortunately, 
many people settle for just such specious forms of 
happiness, much as many people identify with the 
absence of warfare or the cessation of hostility. 

Nor is happiness identifiable with a life of busyness. 
Sadly, retirees often realize their misapprehension of 
genuine happiness, when having little to occupy 
themselves with, they attempt to recapture the frenzy of 
their pre-retirement routines. 

Having formerly lost themselves in busyness (which 
they mistook for happiness), they now seek new outlets to 
quell their lack of happiness. Their years continue to be 
spent in self-evasion, not self-fulfillment. 

It is also sheer folly to seek happiness in externals, such 
as.fame, power, beauty, wealth or even health. Such 
“‘goods”’ are largely the result of luck or happenstance. 

We need to be ever vigilant against the charming 
beguilement and not so subliminal onslaughtish ambiance 
of the Southern Californian ethos that equates the good 
life with the life of neo-babbitt affluence. Schopenhauer 
said, “‘there is no more mistaken path to happiness than 
worldliness, revelry, high life.’’ 

However, unlike the other externals, we surely do need 
a modicum of health to pursue a happy life. And just as 
health is associated with the proper functioning of one’s 
bodily parts, so too is happiness tied to the proper 
functioning of a person. : 

Consider this famous thought-experiment. Suppose 
you are brain-damaged since birth, but through a 
network of various support groups you have led a 
contented and pleasant existence for 20 years. 

You now, at age 20, are faced with a choice. A famous 
neurosurgeon has discovered a cure for your ailment, and 
what’s more, she will perform an operation on you, not 
only free of charge, but guaranteed to restore you to full 
intellectual ability. 

Would you opt for the operation? Surprisingly, most 
people I have posed this issue to have answered in the 
negative. They would shun the operation, for they realize 
that upon successful restoration of brain function, they 
would begin to experience the truth behind Camus’ 
remark that ‘“‘beginning to think is beginning to be 
undermined.’’ They would no longer be mere passive, 
uncreative spectators of the world, regularly satiated with 
pleasure. 

Yet the price of foregoing the operation is the lost 
opportunity to function properly as a human being. 

Instead of all these false paths, it seems the proper way 
to happiness lies in a life of virtuous activity. And it might 
be instructive to reflect on the otherwise rude question, 
often asked of Mother Teresa, as to how she can be happy 
given her lack of many externals, and her daily encounter 
with suffering and squalor. 

She, of course, replies that she is happy. And even the 
most cynical, smug, or skeptical among us must, however 
begrudgingly, acknowledge the veracity of her answer. 

To be sure, Mother Teresa does have some externals in 
her life — name, fame, and honor. But she did not seek 
any of these outward bestowals. Instead, she chose to 
function as a creative, intelligent, virtuous person, full of 
love, courage, prudence, justice, temperance, 
compassion, etc. 

Instead of ‘‘Champagne wishes and caviar dreams’ in 
1988, we might instead strive for personal excellence, 
consistent with our talents and abilities. Happy New 
Year

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How to combat abortion - 


Thirty years ago a young priest could never have 
considered preaching a sermon about abortion. It was so 
clearly and intrinsically evil and canon law was so definite 
on the penalties of excommunication that it seemed 
unnecessary to discuss the subject. 

Indeed, it was one of those sins that was so heinous that 
it shouldn’t even be mentioned among the faithful. 

Fifteen years ago, Jan. 22, 1973, the Supreme Court of 
the United States shattered our illusions by legalizing 
abortions. Many people in the United States, and indeed, 
around the world, were shocked by this evidence of the 
new morality. 

If abortions are legal, if the beginning of human life in 
not protected, what phase of human life is protected? 
Active euthanasia, murdering the physically 
handicapped, blotting out the mentally stricken, 
experimentation with fetuses and a whole host of other 
indignities become thinkable. 

Thus was born the pro-life movement. It starts with the 
idea that human life is sacred on the moral level and 
should have the highest dignity on the legal and ethical 
levels. 

And from the very beginning of the movement, the 
media has deliberately misconstrued the movement. Most 
papers and TV newscasts will not give it the name ‘“‘pro- 
life,’’ but always call it the ‘‘anti-abortion’’ movement! 

Unfortunately, some of the members have acted like 
fanatics and have used immoral and illegal means to fight 
the abortion movement. The end does not justify the 
means. 

If we are to learn anything from history, the shocking 
parallels between the Jewish Holocaust enacted by Hitler 
and the American Holocaust, slaughter by the 
abortionists, must be pointed out. 

Many practicing Catholics and Lutherans in Germany 


AIDS iceberg: 


The moral problems concerning AIDS and ARC 
(AIDS-related complex: i.e., affected with the AIDS virus 
but not with the disease) are multiplying. 

The issues are many and diverse: permitting children 
with AIDS in school; permitting employees with AIDS in 
schools; ensuring the safety of health care workers; 
providing insurance to those in high-risk categories; and 
safeguarding information about an individual’s health 
status. 

The prestigious ‘‘New England Journal of Medicine”’ 
estimated at the end of 1985 that more than 1.7 million 
living Americans (76 percent of them gay or bisexual 
men) have been infected with the AIDS virus, even 
though they have not contracted the disease. (Those 
figures should be higher now.) 

A pivotal moral point is of essential importance in this 
whole question: AIDS and ARC are not crimes and 


attempts to.cope with them should not be considered a 


war. 
AIDS patients are neither criminals nor enemies, and 
questions of guilt and blame are out of place. 


AIDS is a disease and those who suffer or who are 
hospitalized because of it are patients whose lives and 
persons are entitled to respect, as are their families and 
friends. 

Thus far those with AIDS tend to be members of small, 
identifiable groups. As a rule, one of these small groups 
already suffers from degrees of societal disapproval. 

There tends to be, therefore, a growing tendency to 
sacrifice the moral and legal rights of those with AIDS in 
response to the threat of AIDS or to the reality. 

Such a tendency is morally intolerable, a form of ethical 
discrimination. 

From a Christian and a moral perspective, we need to 
express our concern and compassion for persons suffering 


were surprisingly silent in the face of Hitler’s atrocities 
against the innocent Jews and others who perished in the 
concentration camps. We cannot be silent in the face of 
the slaughter of innocent life in America. 

Already, the battle for active euthanasia has been 
started in many state legislatures. Research into human 
infertility has already gone beyond the reasonable. 

The legacy of the 15 abortion years in the United States 
is truly appalling. According to those who keep the 
Statistics, more than 21 million lives have been destroyed 
in the womb since 1973. It is estimated that 1.5 million 
abortions are performed in the U.S. each year, about one 
every 21 seconds. 


We are told that one-third of all pregnancies in the: 


United States end in abortion, and nearly a third of these 
are performed on teen-agers. 

What can we do about this? The Christophers have 
published a newsletter titled Life Lines: What You Can Do 
about Abortion.

As Americans we are very worried about what the anti- 
life mentality can do to our country.

from AIDS, for their families and loved ones. 


We are disciples of Jesus, who healed the sick and is 
himself the compassion of God among us; we are thus 
responsible to show compassion to all persons who are 
suffering. 

In this whole question, then, we cannot lose sight of the 
spiritual dimensions involved, such as the place of the 
mystery of the cross and its power as a key to the meaning 
of human suffering. 

Certain moral considerations seem essential: First: 
all persons with AIDS and ARC must be respected as 
patients with dignity, deserving our care. 


Second: AIDS and ARC should not be interpreted as a 
litmus test to determine an individual’s goodness or right 
to respect. 

Third: all legal and moral prejudice against persons 
with AIDS/ARC is to be condemned. 

Fourth: we need to consider ways of assisting families 
and friends of those with AIDS /ARC. We cannot forget 
that often when a family learns that a family member has 
AIDS, they also learn that the person is gay. A great deal 
of care and counselling are needed. 


Fifth: abortion is never an ethical option for those 
women who conceive and have AIDS. 

These are not easy considerations. We must always 
uphold the dignity of every human person and therefore 


the dignity of the human body and the implications of this 
for Christian discipleship.

II’s visit to the synagogue in Rome in 
1986 and Bishop Maher’s visit to the local 
synagogue, he said. 

He also noted that local Jewish and 
Catholic leaders are making plans for a 
joint retreat. 


The rabbi said the two local religious 


’ communities must continue to strengthen 


their ties. Discussions begun last year by 
Catholic and Jewish educators, clergy and 
lay leaders should continue, he said. 
Talks between the two groups have 
risen above ‘‘back slapping’’ to include 
discussions of problems and _ tensions 
between the two, Rabbi Moss noted. 


This dialogue must continue and 

should ‘‘move beyond the fear, distrust 
and jealousy’’ of previous eras, he said. 
Catholics and Jews have shown that they 
““can cooperate to return the world to its 
original design and purpose,’’ Rabbi 
Moss said. 
Bishop Maher told the assembly that 
we must not assume that total 
cooperation and understanding have been 
achieved.”’ 

Differences still exist between the two 
religious groups, Bishop Maher said, but 
with God’s help, the outcome will be 
positive.

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Spiritual help for those affected by AIDS

NORTH PARK — A person with 
AIDS (acquired immune deficiency 
syndrome) stands in a narrow hall waiting 
to receive food from a food bank in San 
Diego’s North Park. He looks to his other 
side and he sees a man seated at a small 
desk crowded into a tiny office. 

‘‘What do you do here?’’ the AIDS 
sufferer asks. 

The soft, peaceful-sounding voice 
almost seems out of sync with the virile- 
looking man with broad shoulders and a 
head of dark bushy hair. 

With a kind and compassionate face, 
the man, Father Nicholas Christiana, tells 
the inquirer, “‘I am the chaplain. I offer 
spiritual assistance.’’ 

“‘Oh really,’’ the persons says. The two 
people start talking and the priest of the 
Altoona-Johnstown, Pa., diocese is now 
at work helping AIDS sufferers find 
peace, love and acceptance in a spiritual 
atmosphere. 

This is a usual occurrence, said Father 
Christiana, the consultant for the 
interfaith AIDS Chaplaincy Program 
sponsored by the AIDS Chaplaincy Task 
Force of the San Diego County 
Ecumenical Conference. 

He is in the San Diego area on medical 
leave from his diocese because of a serious 
heart condition. 

AIDS patients who drop in at the 
chaplaincy program center, 4341 30th

Father Christiana thinks that ‘‘by 
1991, there will not be anyone who is not 
affected by AIDS in some way, such as by 
knowing someone who has the disease.’’ 

The Catholic Diocese of San Diego is 
among the faith traditions that have been 
active in the AIDS Chaplaincy Task 
Force that led to the chaplaincy program. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher alluded to such . 
efforts when he announced Dec. 18, that - 
he would celebrate a Mass to specially 
pray for people with AIDS and their 
families and friends Dec. 27 at St. Joseph 
Cathedral. 

The Mass and the bishop’s homily, in 
which he greeted people affected by AIDS 
“in the spirit of love, of compassion, of 
encouragement’’ and announced that the 
diocese was establishing a home-care 
facility for AIDS sufferers, was widely 
reported in the print and TV news media. 

Father Christiana’s ministry through 
the chaplaincy program was also 
acknowledged by the bishop in a 
statement he released at the time. 

“The impact of Bishop Maher’s 
decision to celebrate the Mass and 
establish the home for people with AIDS 
is that the Catholic Church is visibly 
caring for her children,’’ Father 
Christiana said. 

Hopefully, parishes will become more 
involved in AIDS ministry,’’ he added.

‘Empire of the Sun’ displays 
the inhumanity of wartime

Empire of the Sun is an adventure 
saga of a young British lad, Jim 
(Christian Bale), separated from his 
parents when the Japanese capture 
‘Shanghai and intern him for the duration 
of World War II. 

Starting out as a very spoiled 
youngster, curious but unconcerned 
about the poverty of the Chinese who 
surround the foreign settlement, Jim has 
to learn how to survive on his own in the 
overcrowded camps where prisoners die 
from malnutrition and mistreatment. 
Teaching him survival tactics is Basie 
~John Malkovich), an improbable 
American con man who turns up in the 
midst of wartorn Shanghai. 

The movie skips from 1941 when Jim 
and Basie first team up to 1945 just before 
the Japanese surrender. By this time, Jim 
has become a hardened survivor and past 
master of the art of cutting corners to get 
what he needs. However, just before 
liberation and reunion with his parents, 
he makes a final break with Basie and his 
cynical values. 

Director Steven Spielberg has told his 
tale on a large-scale action canvas, 
Tecreating with broad strokes the 
Shanghai of British imperialism and the 
brutality of Japanese internment. Though 
he pokes a little bit of fun at the British, 
Spielberg treats the Japanese with some 
respect. Americans are shown not so 
much as pragmatists than as venal 
operators with no loyalties other than 
their own profit. 

That aside, however, the story of youth 
growing up in the midst of wartime 
inhumanity is told with feeling and 
conviction. Its greatest asset is the 
appealing performance of young Bale 
who conveys both the terror of being 
alone in a chaotic, conquered city and the 
assuredness of a boy grown old before his 
time. 

Spielberg can’t help but drop in 
moments of pure-visual fantasy, some of 


which work as the boy’s imagination, 
while others are so literal as to call 
attention to themselves, such as the boy 
seeing shock waves of the atomic bomb 
dropped on Hiroshima. 

The movie has some realistic violence 
and brutality as well as a scene indicating 
the boy’s curiosity about sex.

Batteries Not Included is a fantasy with 
a lot of heart but much of it misdirected 
and uninspired. 

The movie is set in a New York 
neighborhood being demolished by a 
greedy real estate developer who plans to 
construct a lucrative complex of high- 
rises. 

His grandiose plans, however, are 
stymied by a single tenement where 
several inhabitants refuse to move out. 
Among them are an aged couple (Jessica 
Tendy and Hume Cronyn), who run an 
old-fashioned diner on the ground floor of 
the building. 

The others are a pregnant Hispanic 
waiting futilely for her lover to 
return(Elizabeth Pena), an artist 
abandoned by his girlfriend (Dennis 
Boutsakiris) and a punched-out 
prizefighter employed as the tenement’s 
janitor (Frank McRae). Menacing them 
is a local street gang whose leader 
(Michael Carmine) is being paid by the 
developer to force out these last few 
tenants. 

When the police fail to arrest the gang 
after they have trashed the diner, all 
seems hopeless until two miniature 
spaceships come to the rescue by restoring 
the diner to its original condition. 

The spaceships have been living in a 
shed on top of the tenement and 
apparently deriving nourishment both 
from metalic objects from the apartments 
and from plugging into the building’s 
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in ‘Empire of the Sun,’ a Warner Bros. release. Directed by 
Steven Spielberg, the epic drama is seen through the boy’s 
eyes during the Japanese occupation of China during World 


electrical outlets. They eventulally mate 
and reproduce baby spaceships. 

These mechanical aliens are shy and 
have cute personalities, thus providing 
the opportunity for some whimsical 
special effects, but not enough to lift this 
urban melodrama off ground level and 
into the realm of good fantasy. 

The realism of the street gang’s turning 
the tenement into a combat zone is never 
quite lightened by the whizzing antics of 
the spaceships and their babies, especially 
in the final disaster involving an intense 
sequence of arson. Leaden also is the 
developing romance between the artist 
and the pregnant girl who poses for him 
clothed but emerges on the canvas 
unclothed. 

At the heart of the movie is Tandy’s 
performance as a woman whose mind 
wanders into the past and who is 
constantly expecting her dead son to 
return. Whatever humor the movie has 
comes from her’ enthusiastic 
misunderstanding of the dangers faced by 
the group and her innate understanding 
of the good intentions of the alien 
metalworks. 

Among the movie’s producers is Steven 
Spielberg, a master of action fantasies 
such as this. None of his touch seems 
apparent in Matthew Robbins’ heavy- 
handed and plodding direction of a script 
that only occasionally operates on the 
level of fantasy. 

At the screening there were a 
disconcerting number of shots in which 
the boom holding the microphone can be 
seen dangling over the heads of the actors. 
The movie seems made by a committee 
that lost interest in the middle of 
production and contains some scenes of 
intense menace and realistic violence.

SPRING VALLEY — Noah Homes 
echoed with the sounds of music one 
January afternoon. 

Hugo Barrera, a volunteer, showed 
Fini Thacker and Heather Bathbutt how 
to coax a melody from a keyboard while 
Ann Cramer plucked the strings of an 
electric guitar. An adult resident 
accompanied on the snare drum. 

The patio scene broadcast Noah 
Homes’ recently established respite care 
program for developmentally disabled 

youth. 

The home, opened in 1983 as a 
residence for developmentally disabled 
adults, is operated by a non-profit, public 
benefit corporation, according to 
Benedictine Sister Kathryn Jennings, 
executive director. 

The new respite care service offers 
weekend care for youth, ages 7 to 17, said 
Supervisor Sister Mary Bartosh, CHS. 
They are screened and referred by the 
San Diego Regional Center, a state 
agency that provides services for people 
with disabilities. 

The program helps both the youth and 
their parents, Sister Bartosh told the 
Southern Cross. ‘‘It provides their parents 
with relief time to spend with other 
siblings.’’ It permits ‘‘the youngsters to 
experience a different setting, have 
companionship with other children and 
develop leisure skills.”’ 

«* Care providers encourage and assist 
the children in numerous recreational 
activities. 

Plastic toys scattered on the living room 
carpet attracted Cramer and 7-year-old 
Christopher Weston, after he tired of 
rolling a pie tin on the kitchen floor. 
Michael Dilworth ‘was engrossed in 
drawing a swimming pool on art paper. 

At intervals, Thacker rushed into the 
family room to manipulate the stops on 
the electronic keyboard as he rocked to 
the rhythm of the tune and kept time with 
his foot. 

‘Music lightens their spirits and 
involves the use of more senses,’’ Sister 
Bartosh said. 

The entire weekend awakens their 
senses, according to the schedule 
described by care provider Susan 
Horrigan. 

«Parents bring their children at 5 p.m. 


on Friday evenings. Some help prepare 
dinner for the group, thus developing 
independent living skills, Sister Bartosh 
said. 


“Noah Homes offers weekend respite care 


For their evening entertaiment, they 
watch videos, pop popcorn, bake cookies 
or gather around the fireplace, Horrigan 
said. 

On Saturday mornings, the youth 
gather with Noah Homes’ 36 adult 
residents and staff for prayer and faith- 
sharing ‘‘in a loving atmosphere,”’ Sister 
Bartosh said. The theme is taken from the 
following Sunday’s Gospel. 

The hour-long service concludes with 
the sign of peace, which Dilworth said he 
enjoys, along with songs the group 
enlivens with gestures. 

After lunch, it’s arts and crafts time 
with Helen Pecarraro, a volunteer from 
St. Pius X parish, Jamul. She turns the 
kitchen table into an art studio filled with 
drawings and cutout pictures. 

The youth and two care providers then 
pile into a station wagon for field trips to 
sites such as Balboa Park, Scripps 
Aquarium, theaters, shopping centers 
and restaurants, Horrigan said. 

Robert Thacker described Noah 
Homes’ respite care as ‘a great program 
his son Fini looks forward to’’ twice a 
month. He appreciates the facility’s 
‘‘religious atmosphere’? and services 
provided by the staff he said was 
‘‘unprejudiced’’ against disabled people. 

Sister Bartosh believes the program 
provides the children with security, 
develops their independence and will 
eventually facilitate their transition into 
other progams. 

She noted the friendships that develop 
among the children, the improvement of 
one youth ‘‘in getting along better with 
others’? and the ability of another to 
adapt to the weekend routine. 

Disabled youth can stay at Noah 
Homes one or two weekends a month, 
depending on the need assessed by the 
regional center, which provides the 
funding, the supervisor explained. 

The respite care facility can house six 
youth each weekend. One of its three 
bedrooms is equipped for a _ non- 
ambulatory person. 

Parents interested in having youth with disabilities 
participate in the respite care program can contact 
Sister Mary Bartosh, 697-7924. Those wishing to 
become a program volunteer can also call this number.

Besides participating in the Interfaith 
Shelter Network, some Catholic churches 
work with Protestant churches in their 
area in providing food to needy people. 

& ‘Poor people will be the vehicle for 


reuniting Christian churches,”’ said 
Roland Gray, president of the St. Vincent 
de Paul Society at St. Kieran Church, El 
Cajon. 

This group works with 10 East County 
Protestant churches in providing and 
serving meals every afternoon to about 
100 people at the United Methodist 
Chapel of the Valley, El Cajon. 

The parish SVDP Society also helps 
maintain a food pantry at the United 
Samaritan Help Center in El Cajon, 
Gray said. 

Other Catholic churches contribute 
food to ecumenical service agencies for 
distribution to needy people. The Mid- 
City Christian Service Agency in San 
Diego receives donations from Blessed 
Sacrament, Holy Spirit, Our Lady of the 
Sacred Heart, St. Didacus and St. 
Therese churches, according to Robert 
Peeples, administrative assistant at the 
agency. 

St. Patrick Church helps support the 
North Park Christian Service Agency and 
St. Mary Magdalene Church, 
Clairemont, the Community Christian 
Service Agency, Inc. This agency works 
with Holy Family Church, Linda Vista, 
in providing emergency funds for those in 
need, Peeples said.
